RACTICAL suggestions for the tmprovement 
of broadcast!ng are offered by H. Gerrisback, 

editor-of Radio News ,in a recent number of hia 
magazine. Have you taken note lately, he be- 
gins by asking, that the quality of broadcasting has 
diminished somewhat? It is almost impossible 
flrese days to get a first-class artist to brondcant. 
The ‘fault fs our own, he tells us; and for a very 
slthple reason: The public fs becoming #0 used to 
radio that ft takes It for granted, never thinking 
that the artist may not be! paid for his work. 
Broadcast listeners should be aware of the fact 
that artists are not going to continue broadcasting 
fo an unappreciative public. Tho ‘artist does not 
evén get applause. He might just as well per- 
form'in the Sahara Desert: Then the next morh- 
ing, {f he.does not receive even a sing! letter thank- 
ing him for hts work, he is not likely to broadcast 
soon again. Mr. Gernsback continues: 

“tt ts absolutely essential that broadcast listen= 
ers thake an effort to show thefr appreciation of the 
artist's work in'some way.  If'you are near the 
station, telephone, and ff you find that the Ine Ifa 
busy, send a'letter.or a postal card to the artist and 
thank him. Your letter ef applause to the broad- 
casting station wilf "not only please the pérformer, 
but f€ will-2is0-inform the broadcasting station that 
dt is doing a worth-while service. ©

MAY ASK CANADA 
FOR WATER POWER 


New England's Industries will 
Need 15 Per.Cent. More , 
Power in 10 Years 


a 

BOSTON, April 23 — The power 
requirements of New England indus- 
tries will increase at feast 15 per 
cept. In the next ten years, It is es- 
timated {n a report of the Associat- 
ed Industries of Massachusetts, on 
the New .England fucl and power 
situation, made public today. The 
potential supply of water to meet the 
demand {s relatively small. the ro- 
port says, and reliance tust tlainly 
be placed upon largv public steam 
plants supplemented if possible by 
water power from Canada. 

There 1s undeveloped water power 
in New England capable of produc- 
ing about ; ,4.380,000,000 kilowatt 
hours, the report states. 

“This would be sufficient to take 
care of the requirements for sevéral 
years.” the report continues “but lin- 
fortunately about three-quarters of 
*his undeveloped power is in Maine, 
and under existing laws cannot be 
exported. 

“The totd) water power from all 
sources {s relatively small compared 
with the total power roquiremental 
for New England's growth.”

BRITISH ACTORS LIFT BAN 
AGAINST FORMER ENEMIES 


London Will Engage Germans 
and Berlin is to See 
Britishers 


_.

LONDON, April 30.—The ban on the 
appearance of German and other ex- 
enemy performers at British music 
halls has been removed by the Variety 
Artists’ Federation. 

It was pointed out that the embargo 
had been put on for protective and 
economic reasons, but that music hell 
fmanagers had’ continued to neglect 
British artists, causing a great deal of 
unemployment. Music hall managers 
in Central Europe are now, however, 
engaging Britlsh artists on equitable 
contracts, payable in sterling, The 
Federation decided that: ve 

“The embargo on all artists hitherto 
excluded from the music halls ond 
places of entertalnment and circuses, 
in Great Britain be forthwith removed 
with the safeguarding proviso that 
should any restrictions be placed upon 
the free ingress of British music hall 
artists In any country, the embargo) 
be relmposed against such country.”
